N EW ZEALAND, ALTHOUGH THE SMALLEST of the dominions, already has a brilliant list of war 
achievements to her credit, on the land, at sea, and in the air. The Royal New Zealand Air 
Force in particular has won notable battle honors. Up to a recent date, 500 pilots, 580 gunners, and 
350 observers had received their whole training in New Zealand and had left for overseas, and of this 
number 75 had earned decorations for valor. Still more, thanks to the great Empire Air Train¬ 
ing plan, are completing their rigorous schooling in Canada. Typical of the type of men that New 
Zealand is providing for the fight, they are quartered at the No. 4 Air Observers' school at Lon¬ 
don, Ont., and will soon be charting sky courses and aiming bombs over Nazi-occupied Europe, a 
mission they will have travelled 12,000 miles to undertake. New Zealand armed forces fighting 
with General Wavell's army of the Nile have also distinguished themselves in the African battles
